(g) Kerosene oil, coal, coke patent fuels, salt and manure/ 
fertilizer and match box. 

(h) Luggage of passengers and used house-hold cfficlr 
imported by a passenger. 

Explanation — (a) “Luggage" will mean beddings, 
rugs, blankets, umbrellas, sticks, 
tiffen baskets, small hand bags, 
attacho cases and suit cases. 

(b) “House-hold effects" will rr.crn 
wearing apparel, cooking utensils, 
books, used furniture, curtains, 
and such olhei articks of daily 
use, and type-writer, used tu ts 
and camp furniture, perambula- 
tors, pianos, gramophones, and 
other musical instruments. 

(i) The goods of public servants passing through the Can- 
tonment on official tour or on occasion of transfer, 
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(j) G >o Js, the property of which is vested in theDehra Dun 
District Board, City Board, Cantonment Board, or Cle- 
ment Town Cantonment Board, if accompanied at the 
time (hey pass the barrier by a certificate from the 
Secretary or Executive Officer of the Borrd concerrcd 
that they are the property of the Board and are not 
imoorted for the purpose of being sold. Tho certifi- 
cate should bear the seal of the Board concerned and 
must be tendered at the time of import lo the Toll Col- 
lector/Moharrir on duty at the barrier. 

(k) Articles re-imported into the Cantonment after having 
been taken out of Cantonment limits, for marriage, 
and social functions in area outside Cantonment limits, 
provided that before taking them out a certificate to 
this effect showing the articles exported is obtained from 
Hi 3 Chairman Tool Committee, Superintendent, Toll 
Tax, or the Cantonment Executive Officer, Dehra Dun 
Cantonment. 

(l) Sweets, presenfs/dowry articles, articles obtained on 
hirc/loan, impoited in connection with all social and 
religious ceremonies such as marriage, mundan, death 
ceremonies etc. 

(m) All impotts meant for St. John Ambulance and Red 
Cross stores subject to the condition that such goods 
are accompanied with certificate by an officer of the 
organisation to the effect that they are St. John Ambu- 
lance/Rcd Cross stores. 

(n) All supplies and equipment etc., imported under the 
agreement between the International Children's Emer- 
gency Fund and Government of India, provided a cer. 
tificate to this effect is given at the importing barrier. 

(o) Food stuffs received for free gifts under the Relief Sup- 
plies agreement with the Government of D.S.A. and by 
other recognised relief organisations of U-S.A. and other 
foreign countries.

— Whereas public notice of certain diaft bye- 
laws for regulating the registration and classification of 
contractors to carry out the works of the Cantonment 
Board, Ambala, was published as required by -ection 284 
of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) in the said Can- 
tonment under the Cantonment Board, Ambala.

And whereas, no objections or suggestions were received 
by the aforesaid Cantonment Board up to the 16th October, 
1971 which was the last date for submitting objections 
and suggestions; 

And whereas the Central Government have duly approv- 
ed and confirmed the said draft bye-laws as required by 
sub section (1) of section 284 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924); 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (39) of section 282 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 
(2 of 1924) and In supersession of the bye-laws published 
with the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 47, dated the 1st Febru- 
ary, 1968, the Cantonment Board, Ambala, hereby makes 
the following bye-laws for regulating the registration and 
classification of contractors to carry out the works of the 
Cantonment Board, Ambala, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These bye-laws 
may be called the Ambala Cantonment (Regulation of 
Registration and Classification of Contractors) Bye-laws. 
1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Registration of contractors. — No person shall be en- 
titled to submit a tender for execution of works under the 
Cantonment Board, Ambala, unless his name is duly regis- 
tered In the register of approved contractors maintained in 
the office of the Cantonment Board, Ajnbala. 

3. Entitlement to tender for works.— -Any persons may 
register his name as an approved contractor of the Canton- 
ment Board, Ambala, after the Cantonment Board has ap- 
proved the inclusion of his name in the register of approved 
contractors and after he has deposited with the Canton- 
ment Board the registration fee prescribed in this behalf in 
bye-law 5. 

4. Classification of contractors. — The list of approved 
contractors of Cantonment Board, Ambala, shall, depend- 
ing upon their financial position and experience, be divided 
in the following two classes, namely: — 

CLASS ’A’. — Consisting of contractors who will be 
entitled to tender for all works. 

CLASS ‘B\ — Consisting of contractors who will be

5. Registration fee. — The registration fee payable by per-
